HOW CAMPHOR IS SECURED.

Scrapings and Chips of Troos Bollod
In a Hueo Caldron.

The camphor export selects n treo and
scrnpes into the trunk in different places,
using au instrument rebouibling simio-wh-

in nppoarnnco a inku with teeth of
curved, gouge-shape- d edges that cut pull-

ing. This scoops out Iho wood iu little
crcscent-slmpe- d chips, sas tho Philadel-
phia If 'Iyer.

A treo is not considered worthnnv thing
for camphor punioses uulil it is fifty
years old. The yield of a treo is unequal,
being gnattr in and nbout tho roots than
higher up on tho trunk.

The scrapings or chips are pounded in
n stone or iron mortar and boiled in a
largo iron tnldron, over which is plueed.
with tho concave entering the mouth of
the caldron, an eartlionwuro bowl Ahuped
tosecl. In thu boiling the camphor sub-
limes and condenses on tho inside of tho
big bowl, which is lemoved Irom timo to
time, tho camphor scraped oil nud re-

placed.
The root and trunk are scraped while

the vield lasts, and tho chipping ion.
tinned till finally tho trio falls. No

is lunilo to extract thu camphor
from tho trunk or blanches of tho fullou
tree.

In Borne cases tho trunk is sowed up
iuto planks, but this depends upon tho
locality.

In many districts, owing to abseuce of
roads, timber would not pny for Us trans,
port. It is impossible to imngiuu i more
wasteful method, and it is fortunate that
the camphor forests of Foriuom arc piac-ticall- v

inexhaustible.
Tho quantity of camphor produced

upon t lie amount of labor employed
IU the business. 'J eu iron pots nud ac.
eorapanylng bowls make up whut is called
a "set." and are worked by four men.
Ono set will produce nbout six pounds a
day.
